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THE  PICTURESQUE 


RIDEAU  RIVER  J>  LAKES 


Among  the  many  great  waterways  which  Canada  boasts 
of,  is  the  chain  of  lakes  and  rivers  lying  between  Kingston 
and  Ottawa,  the  capital  of  Canada,  and  none  seems  to  have 
attracted  the  tourist  within  the  past  few  years  to  a  greater 
degree  than  what  was  originally  termed  the  Rideau  Chain  of 
Lakes.  To  the  lover  of  nature,  this  locality  appeals  in  more 
ways  than  one.  The  region  is  replete  with  vistas  of  won- 
drous beauty,  and  rapid  transitions  are  quite  common  on  the 
Rideau  and  impress  one  with  thoughts  never  to  be  forgotten. 

In  the  past,  this  waterway  has  been  known  as  the 
Rideau  Canal,  a  name  which  was  as  out  of  place  as  it  is 
foreign  to  the  route.    Instead  of  a  canal,  it  is  a  series  of 


beautifully-bordered  lakes  and  rivers  connecting  the  St. 
Lawrence  river  with  the  Ottawa.  The  distance  between 
Kingston  and  Ottawa  is  126^  miles.  The  canal  portion 
of  the  route  is  short  and  was  constructed  by  the  British 
government  as  a  military  work  in  1830,  at  a  cost  of  five 
million  dollars.  If,  in  time  of  war,  the  navigation  of  the 
St.  Lawrence  was  interrupted,  this  canal,  in  conjunction 
with  the  Ottawa  river,  would  furnish  direct  communication 
between  Montreal  and  the  great  lakes. 

Although  the  first  locks  of  the  Canal  are  six  miles 
distant,  Kingston,  at  the  foot  of  Lake  Ontario,  is  practically 
the  starting  point.  The  steamers  leave  that  city  on  Mondays 
and  Thursdays  at  7  a.m.,  and  on  Tuesdays  and  Fridays 
at  1  p.m.  Passing  through  Cataraqui  Bridge,  which  connects 
Kingston  with  a  military  reservation  on  which  is  Fort 
Henry  and  the  Royal  Military  College,  the  boat  enters 
a  very  pretty  channel  with  bluffs  on  both  sides,  which  finally

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converges  into  a  narrow  ravine  with  perpendicular  sides 
towering  up  two  hundred  feet  high.  After  winding  along 
for  fully  half  a  mile  between  those  walled  rocks,  the  first 
lock  of  Kingston  Mills  is  reached.  There  are  four  locks,, 
and  the  total  lift  is  forty-seven  feet.    The  dam  that  holds

back  the  water  is  over  six  thousand  feet  long  by  fourteen 
feet  high,  and  at  a  great  height  overhead  the  Grand  Trunk 
Railway  track  spans  from  hill  to  hill.  The  scenery  here 
is  sublime,  and  people  travel  long  distances  in  order  to 
enjoy  the  surroundings.  The  locks  at  Kingston  Mills,  as 
along  the  whole  line  of  the  canal,  are  built  of  finely-cut 
stones  of  large  dimensions. 

The  next  stretch  of  ten  miles  is  formed  by  backing 
up  the  water  of  the  Cataraqui  river.  This  construction, 
while  it  made  the  water  deep  enough  for  navigation  and 
rendered  excavation  unnecessary,  flooded  considerable  of 
the  surrounding  country,  which  now  bears  the  name  of 
the  "Drowned  Lands,"  the  home  of  different  kinds  of 
wild  fowl. 

A  short  cut  connects  the  "Drowned  Lands "  with  Wash- 
burn Lock,  where  there  is  a  lift  of  about  ten  feet.  A  con- 
tinuation of  the  same  cut  brings  the  boat  to  the  Brewers' 
Mills  Lock,  at  which  place  the  lake  navigation  proper 
begins.  After  leaving  it,  no  way  of  exit  appears.  Tourists 
expect  the  steamer  to  go  aground  every  minute,  but  she 
doesn't.  A  sharp  turn  to  the  right,  and  a  beautiful  stretch 
of  water  and  some  grand  bluff  scenery  three-quarters  of 
a  mile  long  and  one  hundred  and  fifty  feet  high  are  in  view. 
Out  of  this  bluff  projects  an  excellent  profile  of  the  Duke  of 
Wellington.  It  is  fully  twenty  feet  from  chin  to  top  of  fore- 
head, and  standing  out  boldly  as  it  does  beyond  the  line 
of  bluff,  it  would  be  easily  recognized  by  the  tourist  who 
saw  it  for  the  first  time,  as  a  profile  of  the  Iron  Duke. 

Cranberry  Lake  is  then  almost  immediately  entered.  It 
is  a  large  expanse  of  water,  and  contains  many  islands 
of  considerable  extent.  Connected  to  the  north  are  several 
lakes  in  which  there  is  superb  fishing.    Large  bass  and  pike 
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abound.  Towards  its  foot,  the  lake  contracts  sufficiently  to 
allow  of  it  being  bridged  at  a  place  called  Brass  Point.  Two 
miles  further  on,  is  the  flourishing  village  of  Seeley's  Bay, 
which  is  prettily  situated  in  a  beautiful  bay  off  the  channel. 
Next  comes  a  winding  channel,  varying  in  width  from  one 
hundred  to  three  hundred  feet.  The  banks  are  very  steep 
and  wild,  and  covered  with  trees  to  their  summit. 

One  of  the  most  striking  bits  of  scenery  along  the  route 
is  seen  just  when  the  boat  is  entering  Whitefish  Lake  from 
this  channel.  Half  a  mile  away,  are  towering  red  granite 
rocks,  here  and  there  on  which  are  fringes  of  trees  and 
brush.  The  tops  of  the  rocks  have  a  purplish  hue  in  the 
sunlight,  and  remind  one  of  the  far-famed  Hills  of  the 
Heather,  of  Scotland. 

JONES'  FALLS 

Five  miles  further  on,  the  most  beautiful  spot  in  Ontario, 
Jones'  Falls,  is  located.  Those  who  have  seen  it  and  been  in 
a  position  to  compare  it  with  other  "beauty  spots"  on  the 
Continent,  state  positively  that,  while  they  may  have  wit- 
nessed its  equal,  certainly  the)''  never  saw  its  superior,  all 
points  of  excellence  taken  into  consideration.  It  is  not  only 
beautiful,  but  interesting  and  historic.  The  dam  at  the  Falls 
is  a  stupendous  piece  of  work,  and  at  the  time  it  was  built, 
was  the  largest  structure  of  its  kind  in  the  world.  The 
dimensions  of  the  work  are  400  feet  long,  301  feet  thick 
at  the  base  and  90  feet  high.  It  is  horseshoe  in  shape, 
and  the  mason  work  is  most  enduring.  The  locks,  four 
in  number,  were  cut  through  the  solid  rock,  and  each  one 
lifts  the  boat  twenty-two  feet.  At  the  top  is  simply  fairy- 
land. There  are  many  nooks,  bays  and  inlets,  and  pretty 
places  which  are  taken 
advantage  of  by  camp- 
ing parties.  No  better 
fishing  exists  any- 
where than  in  this 
locality.  There  are 
many  small  lakes  lying 
in  different  directions 
from  the  Falls,  in 
which  black  and  green 
bass  and  pike  are 
abundant.  An  empty 
string  on  the  return 
journey  is  an  unknown 
thing.  The  Hotel  de 
Kenny  is  located  here. 
It  has  been  thoroughly 
renovated  and  en- 
larged for  the  season 
of  1902,  and  has  now 
accommodation  for  75

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guests.  The  spacious  dining-hall,  cool  piazzas,  airy  rooms, 
excellent  cuisine  and  first-class  service  make  it  an  ideal  home 
for  summer  visitors.  No  pains  are  spared  to  add  to  the  com- 
fort and  convenience  of  guests.  Rates  $i. 50  to  $2.00  per  day, 
special  weekly  and  monthly  rates.  Address  J.  A.  Kenney, 
manager,  Hotel  de  Kenny,  Jones'  Falls.  Nature  and  art 
have  combined  to  produce,  at  Jones'  Falls,  one  of  the  most 
beautiful  spots  in  Ontario.  A  few  of  the  points  of  interest 
are  the  "Locks,"  "Dam,"  "Falls,"  "Rock  Dunder," 
"  Granite  Cove,"  and  the  "  Cold  Springs."  Within  a  short 
distance  of  the  hotel  are  Crow,  Troy  Sand,  Griffin,  Whitefish 
and  Cranberry  Lakes,  all  famous  for  the  excellent  black 
bass  fishing  they  afford.    At  the  hotel  are  telegraph  and

telephone  connections  with  all  ports.  Boats  and  experienced 
guides  are  always  obtainable. 

Leaving  Jones'  Falls,  "The  Quarters"  are  entered. 
Here  is  where  the  headquarters  of  the  construction  staff 
were  established.  The  scenery  is  very  fine,  and  in  several 
places  the  stream  is  so  narrow  that  passengers  on  the  steamer 
can  easily  pluck  leaves  off  the  trees  lining  the  banks.  The 
channel  is  serpentine,  and  strangers  are  unable  to  tell  what 
direction  the  boat  is  likely  to  take.  The  sail  in  The  Quarters 
is  most  enchanting. 

Sand  Lake  is  next  entered,  It  is  from  one  to  three  miles 
wide,  contains  clear  blue  water  and  a  number  of  pretty 
islands.  It  is  one  of  the  loveliest  of  the  whole  Rideau  Series, 
and  a  glance  at  it  makes  one  long  for  a  skiff.  The  next  lake 
is  Opinicon,  or  Wild  Potato  Lake  It  is  six  miles  long  and 
two  wide,  and  is  literally  covered  with  islands.  The  Indians 
found  wild  potatoes  growing  on  its  shores  before  the  canal 
was  built. 

Idyl  wild,  a  summer  resort  at  Chaff  ey's  Locks,  is  delight- 
fully situated  between  Lake  Opinicon  and  Indian,  Clear, 
Benson  and  Nevvboro  Lakes,  has  changed  hands  since  last 
season,  and  the  present  proprietor  is  sparing  no  expense  to 
make  it  an  up-to-date  house.  The  house  has  spacious 
dining-room,  large  airy  rooms,  cool  verandas,  and  is  fitted 
with  all  modern  conveniences.    New  wing  has  been  added, 
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which  more  than  doubles  its  former  sleeping-rooms,  also 
new  boat-houses  supplied  with  all  new,  first-class  skiffs,  etc. 
The  best  bass  fishing  on  the  Rideau  is  in  the  immediate 
vicinity.  Also  excellent  duck  and  partridge  shooting. 
Tourists  may  feel  assured  that  their  comfort  will  receive 
every  attention,  and  that  good  guides,  fishing  tackle  and 
live  bait  are  kept  constantly  on  hand.  Rates  reasonable  and 
may  be  had  on  application.  .For  further  information,  ad- 
dress Wm.

Passing  through  Chaffey's  Locks,  a  most  picturesque 
spot,  and  highly  desirable  as  camp  grounds,  Indian  Lake  is 
reached.  Its  shores  are  high  and  rugged,  and  the  scenery 
wild.  The  steamer  glides  through  a  little  isthmus  and  into 
Clear  Lake,  a  small  body  of  water  surrounded  by  .white 
granite  hills,  and  later  through  Fiddler's  Elbow,  a  mystify- 
ing place,  and  into  Newboro  Lake,  which  is  dotted  with 
beautiful  islands  of  different  sizes.  Black  and  green  bass  are 
as  plentiful  here  as  pollywogs  in  a  rain  barrel.  In  the  fall 
wild  fowl  are  abundant. 

Touching  at  Newboro,  a  pretty  village  of  1,000  inhabit- 
ants, the  boat  is  lifted  by  the  last  lock  on  the  up-grade.  She 
then  passes  through  a  cut  a  mile  long,  and  into  Little  Rideau 
Lake,  which  is  the  summit  level,  or  161  feet  above  Lake 
Ontario.  At  the  head  of  the  lake  is  the  village  of  Westport, 
2,000  inhabitants,  it  is  called  the  city  of  steeples,  because  of 
the  number  of  churches  that  are  in  sight  from  the  deck  of 
the  steamer.  The  next  body  of  water  is  Big  Rideau,  which 
is  twenty-one  miles  long,  and  varies  in  width  from  one  to 
eight  miles.  There  are  fully  200  islands  in  this  lake,  so  that 
the  scene  it  presents  can  be  fairly  imagined.  On  Long 
Island  is  the  famous  club-house  called  Angler's  Inn,  owned 
by  C.  P.  R.  Officials  and  some  residents  of  New  York.  On 
many  of  the  islands  and  the  main  shore  are  beautiful  sum- 
mer cottages.  Salmon  trout  are  taken  here  on  trawl,  and 
large  black  bass  are  plentiful.    Portland  village  is  on  the 


One  morning's  shoot  on  Lake  Opinicon,  near  Idylwild. 
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south  shore,  and  has  about  500  inhabitants.  After  calling 
here,  the  next  stopping  place  is  Garret's  Rest,  on  an  island 
at  the  mouth  of  German  Bay. 

Winding  through  the  numerous  islands,  the  steamer 
reaches  the  Rocky  Narrows,  which  has  towering  granite 
shores,  and  later  Oliver's  Ferry.  This  place  is  quite  a  set- 
tlement of  pretty  summer  residences,  among  them  that  of 
Hon.  Peter  McLaren.  Three  miles  from  Oliver's  Ferry  is 
the  mouth  of  the  Rideau  River,  where  may  be  seen  the 
ruins  of  houses  built  by  English  officers  who  came  to  this 
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The  Arlington  Hotel,  Smith's  Falls,  Ont.        wa.     At  this  point  is 

located  the  New  Ri- 
deau Hotel,  at  which  place  the  tourist  will  find  most 
comfortable  accommodation,  and  far  above  the  average 
of  hostleries  in  a  town  of  this  size.  It  has  been  recently 
built  and  is  constructed  of  brick.  The  house  is  heated 
by  steam  and  is  lighted  throughout  by  electricity.  It 
is  equipped  with  all  the  modern  conveniences  and  ac- 
cessories looked  for  in  a  first-class  hotel.  The  rooms 
are  large  and  airy,  the  table  good  and  the  service  all  that 
is  to  be  desired.  The  rates  are  $2.00  per  day,  $10.00 
and  upwards  per  week.  The  energetic  proprietor,  Mr.  C. 
O'Reilly,  is  also  the  manager  of  the  hotel,  and  further  par- 
ticulars and  all  information  can  be  obtained  by  applying  to 
him  at  Smith's  Falls,  Ontario.  The  Arlington  is  another 
of  Smith's  Falls'  good  hotels  ;  it  is  clean,  has  an  excel- 
lent table  and  is  under  capable  management.  We  give  an 
illustration  of  this  hotel,  which  will  give  a  fair  idea  of  its 
appearance.  It  is  centrally  located.  Address  W.  N.  Willis, 
proprietor,  Smith's  Falls.  The  town  is  piosperous,  and 
has  a  population  of  5,000.  Twelve  miles  farther  down  the 
river  is  the  village  of  Merrickville,  and  between  the  two 
places  there  are  seven  locks.  From  Smith's  Falls  to  Ottawa 
the  route  is  by  river,  with  varied  scenery.  There  is  a 
twenty-seven  mile  run  just  after  leaving  Burritt's  Rapids, 


country  on  hunting 
expeditions.  Years 
ago  deer  abounded  in 
this  section.  Poona- 
malie  Cut  is  about 
three  miles  down  the 
river.  Trees  form  an 
arch  over  the  steamer, 
and  at  times  the  fo- 
liage has  to  be  re- 
moved in  order  to 
make  way  for  the 
smokestack.  Two 
miles  farther  on  is 
the  town  of  Smith's 
Falls,  which  is  about 
midway  between 
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Jones'  Falls  L,ocks,  Rideau  Canal 


the  next  place  to  Merrickville.  This  locality  teems  with 
maskinonge,  pickerel  and  black  bass.  No  place  along  the 
route  affords  better  genuine  sport  than  here.  On  its  banks 
are  the  villages  of  Kars  and  Manotick,  and  two  miles  from 
the  latter  place  are  the  Long  Island  Locks,  with  a  drop  of 
twenty-eight  feet.  There  are  two  extensive  dams  here, 
which  cannot  fail  to  arrest  the  tourist's  attention.  One  is 
330  feet  long  and  twenty-nine  feet  high  ;  the  other  750  feet 
by  ten  feet.  A  stretch  of  five  miles  and  Black  Rapids, 
where  there  is  one  lock,  is  reached.  The  dam  is  300  feet 
long  and  twelve  feet  high,  and  over  it  is  passing  continually 
a  film  or  veil  of  water  which  has  a  very  beautiful  effect  in 
the  sunlight. 

Hog's  Back  is  four  miles  nearer  Ottawa.  This  place 
gets  its  name  from  the  shape  of  large  boulders,  over  which 
the  water  dashes  furiously.    Appearances  indicate  that  at 
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Chaffey's  Locks,  Rideau  Canal. 
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some  time  an  earthquake  occurred  in  this  locality.  The  ca- 
taract rushes  down  into  the  Rideau  River,  which  at  this 
point  becomes  un navigable,  hence  the  steamer  enters  a  canal 
cut,  that  is  not  left  until  she  arrives  at  the  Capital.  The  dam 
is  another  object  of  interest,  being  320  feet  long  and  forty- 
five  high.  Every  summer  large  numbers  of  citizens  of  Ottawa 
camp  at  Hog's  Back.  As  it  is  only  four  miles  from  the  city, 
they  are  enabled  to  go  and  come  morning  and  evening. 

THE   BOAT  SERVICE. 

It  would  not  be  out  of  place  to  refer  here  to  the  excel- 
lent steamboat  service,  operated  by  the  Rideau  Lakes  Nav- 
igation Company,  Limited,  which  has  done  a  great  deal  to 
popularize  this  charming  route.    The  fleet  at  present  in-

eludes  the  "Rideau  King"  and  the  "Rideau  Queen."  They 
are  both  112  feet  in  length,  and  built  especially  to  meet  the 
requirements  of  this  route,  the  "  Rideau  Queen  "  being  the 
more  modern  having  been  launched  late  in  the  season  of 
1900.  A  short  description  of  her  prominent  features  will  be 
of  interest. 

THE  "RIDEAU   QUEEN  " 

This  steamer,  launched,  as  already  stated,  in  July  of  last 
year,  is  quite  up  to,  and  in  not  a  few  respects  superior  to,  any 
passenger  craft  at  present  plying  on  the  inland  waters  of 
Canada.  Her  length  over  all  is  112  feet,  extreme  beam  28 
feet,  and  though  7  feet  6  inches  depth  of  hold,  has  a  draft  of 
but  4  feet  6  inches  forward.  Her  power  is  supplied  by  a  triple 
expansion  engine  with  cylinders  8}4  x  13  x  21,  and  a  stroke 
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of  14  inches.  She  is  thus  enabled  to  easily  obtain  a  speed  of 
twelve  miles  per  hour  and  maintain  it  evenly  throughout  the 
run.  Hard  coal  is  burned  in  her  grates,  and  passengers, 
therefore,  are  not  called  upon  to  suffer  annoyance  from  hot 
cinders  and  grimy  smoke,  always  attendant  upon  the  use  of 
soft  coal.  Her  upper  works  as  so  constructed  as  to  allow  a 
promenade,  outside  the  cabins,  the  whole  length  of  the  boat, 
112  feet,  while,  exclusive  of  the  cabins,  25  feet  clear  is  af- 
forded forward  and  twelve  feet  aft.  She  is  lighted  through- 
out with  electricity,  a  plant  furnishing  350  lights  having  been 
supplied  by  the  Canadian  General  Electric  Company.  In 
fact,  nothing  seems  to  have  been  neglected  by  the  company 
which  was  considered  as  at  all  likely  to  add  to  the  comfort 
of  passengers.  The  dining  room  seats  comfortably  over  fifty 
people,  is  a  model  of  neatness,  and  quite  in  keeping  with  the 
sleeping  apartments  provided.  These  include  twenty-two 
double  and  twenty-two  single  berths.  Some  of  these  are  en 
suite  and  all  are  provided  with  running  water,  lavatories,

electric  bells,  and,  in  fact,  all  the  accessories  of  a  modern 
hotel  or  private  dwelling.  Another  important  feature  is  the 
ventilation  of  all  the  rooms.  This  is  accomplished  by  the 
use  of  steam  fans,  by  means  of  which  the  passenger  can 
practically  gauge  the  temperature  to  suit  himself.  These 
features,  together  with  the  really  elegant  furniture  supplied 
throughout,  brought  the  cost  of  the  "  Queen  "  up  to  nearly 
$40,000. 

THE  CITY  OF  KINGSTON 

The  city  of  Kingston  is  the  starting  point  for  this 
delightful  trip  up  the  Rideau  and  is  a  city  well  worth  the 
tourist's  inspection,  and  is  more  than  ordinarily  attractive 
from  a  scenic  point  of  view  by  reason  of  its  location  and 
picturesque  surroundings.  It  is  one  of  the  older  Canadian 
cities  with  a  history  replete  with  stirring  and  important 
events,  and  its  business  interests  have  kept  pace  with  its 
growth  until  now  it  ranks  among  the  leading  cities  of  the 
Dominion.    Among  the  prominent  business  firms  located 
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here  might  be  mentioned  the  firm  of  F.  W.  Spangenberg, 
jeweller,  who  keeps  a  beautiful  stock. 

Messrs.  Starr  and  Sutcliffe,  dry  goods  merchants,  are 
another  firm  who  cater  to  the  wants  of  the  people  ;  a  visit  to 
their  store  is  recommended.  Fishermen,  campers,  or  those 
desiring  anything  in  sporting  goods, will  be  accommodated  at 
the  store  of  W.  A.  Mitchell,  who  makes  this  line  his  specialty. 
The  city  of  Kingston  has  a  population  of  20,000  people,  and 
has  good  pavements,  electric  lighted  streets,  water  works 
and  sewerage  systems,  dry  docks,  large  elevators,  handsome 
business  blocks,  capital  hotels,  and  all  the  appointments 
which  go  to  make  up  a  modern  city.  We  give  illustrations 
of  the  Frontenac  Hotel  and  the  British  American  Hotel. 
Both  of  these  hotels  are  under  the  same  management,  and 
are  comfortable  and  up-to-date.

It  will  require  no  great  effort  on  the  part  of  the  tourist, 
however,  to  establish  a  close  connection  between  past  and 
present  in  the  points  of  interest  which  are  likely  to  come 
under  his  observation.  Should  his  entrance  be  made  by 
water,  probably  the  first  conspicuous  objects  to  catch  his  eye 
will  be  what  are  known  as  the  Martello  Towers,  several  of 
which  are  to  be  seen  from  the  deck  of  incoming  steamers, 
one,  in  fact,  occupying  a  shoal  right  in  the  waterfront  of  the 
city.  These  round,  solidly  built  stone  structures,  with  their 
revolving  tops  were  evidently  much  in  favor  with  the  early 
military  engineers,  and  were,  no  doubt,  of  material  strength 
in  the  days  when  artillery  was  conspicuous  principally  for 
the  noise  it  was  capable  of  producing.  To-day  the  prin- 
cipal part  they  play  is  in  imparting  a  distinctively  pictur- 
esque effect  to  an  otherwise  busy  and  modern-looking  har- 
bor.   To  the  right  of  the  harbor,  and  connected  with  the 
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city  by  what  is 
known  as  Cataraqui 
bridge,  lies  a  fine 
bluff,  on  which  is  to 
be  seen  the  port's  old 
and  solid-looking 
defensive  work,  Fort 
Henry.  Though  in- 
teresting in  a  mark- 
ed degree,  even  the* 
unmilitary  observer 
would  scarce  need 
to  be  told  that  it  is

hardly  up-to-date,  at  least  as  judged  by  modern  military 
standards,  and  yet  if  manned  by  a  resolute  force,  equipped 
with  latter-day  weapons,  it  would  still  be  a  somewhat 
difficult  nut  to  crack.  Farther  along  the  bluff  stands 
the  handsome  modern  pile  of  limestone,  well  and  favor- 
ably known  as  the  Royal  Military  College.  This  is 
Canada's  West  Point,  and  is  well  worth  a  visit.

Other  great  industries  are  located  there, 
and  Ottawa  as  a  manufacturing  center  is  already  noted 
throughout  Canada.  Ottawa  was  the  first  city  in  the  world 
to  be  lighted  exclusively  by  electric  arc  lights,  and  as  an 
electrical  center  it  easily  holds  first  place  in  Canada.  The 
electrical  car  system  in  the  city  is  unsurpassed,  and  it  runs 
through  all  parts  of  the  capital  and  into  the  surrounding

given  to  manufacturers  to  locate  in  or  near  the  city, 
and  there  is  a  population  of  about  80,000  people  to 
draw  from  for  the  labor  supply.  The  city's  taxable  assess- 
ment this  year  is  $25,000,000.  The  streets  are  kept  in 
good  condition,  the  Dominion  Government  is  spending 
$60,000  a  year  in  beautifying  the  city,  and  some  of  the 
drives  are  models  of  beauty.  The  public  buildings  are  such 
that  any  city  might  be  proud  of,  and  the  magnificent  parlia- 
ment buildings  are  among  the  most  beautiful  structures 
in  the  world.

HUNTING— Open  Season 

LICENSE. — Non-residents  may  not  hunt  any  bird  or  animal  with- 
out a  license,  and  such  license  must  have  endorsed  on  it  the  signature 
of  the  person  to  whom  it  is  granted.  Such  license  is  for  one  season 
only,  and  the  fee  is  $25.00.  Licenses  may  be  secured  on  application  to 
Chief  Fish  and  Game  Warden,  Toronto,  Ontario. 

Deer.— November  1st  to  November  15th,  both  days  inclusive.  Only 
two  deer  may  be  taken  in  one  season  by  one  person. 

noose,  Reindeer  or  Caribou.— November  1st  to  November  15th, 
both  days  inclusive.  In  some  of  the  Northern  Districts  of  Ontario,  in- 
cluding the  Temiskaming,  Tamogami  and  other  localities,  the  open 
season  has  been  extended,  and  shall  be  from  October  16th  to  November 
15th.  both  days  inclusive.  Only  one  moose,  reindeer  or  caribou  may  be 
taken  in  one  season  by  one  person.  No  cow  moose,  or  young  moose, 
reindeer  or  caribou  under  the  age  of  one  year  can  be  killed.  No  elk  or 
wapiti  shall  be  hunted  taken  or  killed  at  any  time  in  Ontario.  No  per- 
son may  transport,  or  have  in  possession  for  that  purpose,  any  wild 
deer,  moose,  reindeer  or  caribou,  or  head,  raw  skin  or  other  part  there- 
of, unless  accompanied  by  affidavit  that  same  was  taken  during  the 
open  season.  Deer,  moose,  reindeer  or  caribou  may  not  be  carried  or 
transported  unless  a  license  shipping  coupon  is  attached. 

Ducks.— September  ist  to  December  15th,  both  days  inclusive. 

Geese  and  Swans.— September  15th  to  May  1st  in  the  following 
year  both  days  inclusive. 

Grouse.— September  15th  to  December  15th,  both  days  inclusive. 

Hares. — September  15th  to  December  15th,  both  days  inclusive. 

Partridge. — September  15th  to  December  15th,  both  days  inclusive. 
May  not  be  bought  or  sold  before  15th  day  of  September,  1905. 

Pheasants. — September  15th  to  December  15th.  both  days  inclusive. 
English  or  Mongolian  Pheasants  may  not  be  killed  before  the  15th  day 
of  September,  1905. 

Plover. — September  15th  to  December  15th,  both  days  inclusive. 

Prairie  Fowl.— May  not  be  killed  before  the  15th  day  of  September, 
1905- 

Quail.— November  ist  to  November  30th,  both  days  inclusive.  May 
not  be  bought  or  sold  before  the  ist  day  of  November,  1905. 

Rail.— September  15th  to  December  15th,  both  days  inclusive. 

Wild  Turkeys.— May  not  be  killed  before  the  ist  day  of  November, 
1905- 

Snipe.— September  15th  to  December  15th,  both  days  inclusive. 
May  not  be  sold  before  the  15th  day  of  September,  1905. 

Woodcock.— September  15th  to  December  15th,  both  days  inclusive. 
May  not  be  bought  or  sold  before  the  15th  day  of  September,  1905. 

Insectivorous  Birds.— May  not  be  caught,  killed  or  sold,  or  had  in 
possession  without  a  permit,  except  hawks,  crows,  blackbirds  and 
English  sparrows. 

Squirrels  (Black  and  Gray).— September  15th  to  December  15th, 
both  clays  inclusive. 

Beaver  and  Otter.— May  not  be  taken  or  killed  before  the  ist  day 
of  November,  1905. 

Muskrats.-  January  ist  to  May  ist,  both  days  inclusive.  But  no 
muskrat  may  be  shot  during  the  month  of  April. 


FISHING-OPEN  SEASON 

Sportsmen  from  foreign  countries  are  not  charged  any  license  for 
fishing  in  Canadian  waters  when  Canadian  boats  and  guides  are 
employed,  and  supplies  are  purchased  in  Canada. 

Bass. — June  16th  to  April  14th  (vicinity  of  Point  Pelee,  July  i5  to 
May  24th)  following  year,  both  days  inclusive.  Under  ten  inches  must 
be  returned  to  the  water  uninjured.  Not  more  than  twelve  may  be 
caught  in  any  one  day  by  any  person. 

Salmon  Trout. — December  ist  to  October  31st  following  year,  both 
days  inclusive. 

Lake  Trout  and  Gray  Trout. — Same  as  salmon  trout. 

Maskinonge.— June  16th  to  April  14th  following  year,  both  days 
inclusive.  Only  four  may  be  taken  in  one  day  by  any  person.  Under 
fifteen  inches  must  be  returned  to  the  water  uninjured. 

Pickerel  and  Pike=Perch  (Dore). — May  16th  to  April  14th  follow- 
ing year,  both  days  inclusive.  Only  twenty  may  be  caught  in  one  day 
by  one  person,  and  all  under  ten  inches  must  be  returned  to  the  water 
uninjured. 

Brook  Trout.— May  ist  to  September  14th,  both  days  inclusive. 
This  open  season  also  applies  to  river  trout  and  speckled  trout. 
Twenty  only  may  be  caught  in  one  day  by  any  person.  Under  six 
inches  must  be  returned  to  the  water.  Not  more  than  twenty-five 
pounds  can  be  taken  out  of  the  Province  in  one  season. 

Sturgeon.— May  not  be  taken  in  any  manner  without  a  license. 

Whitefish.— December  ist  to  October  31st  following  year,  both 
days  inclusive.    Under  two  pounds  may  not  be  caught.
